Hard living conditions, due to the 
‘war, are said to be the principal 
cause of the unrest. 


Amsterdam,” Feb. 2.—Only- small, 
isolated strike disturbances occurred 
in Germany yesterday, it was semi- 
officially announced in Berlin, ac- 
cording to dispatches. received here 
today.
